He also narrated an incident at Kotkapura wherein a Union 
Minister had allegedly slapped a Press photographer and snatched 
his Camera. Another Member, Comrade Hardev Singh Arshi 
while describing the whole incident in detail also raised the issue. 


The Minister for Finance and Planning while explaining the 
procedure told that the registration of votes and publication and 
maintenance of electoral rolls is the respcnsibility of the Election 
Commission of India and the conduct of the Comrission could 
not be discussed in this House. He also urged that whatsoever 
Criticism of the Election Commission has been made, may be 
deleted from the proceedings. 


The Chief Minister while making a statement on the above 
said issues stated that the traditions of the august House should 
be maintained. Regarding Parliamentary eleciions held recently 
in the State, he said ihat business relating to holding of elections 
comes under the purview of the Election ‘Commission. He further

tions held recently were so fair ‘and free that had never ‘held 
earlier, He admitted this fact and congratulated the officers of 
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the Govt. for conducting elections so peacefully. As regards inci- 
dents, concerning the Polling Agents, the Chief Minister said that 
if such an incident had occurred anywhere in the State, a complaint 
tq this effect should be lodged.
